Now upon what hath been deliver'd, tet afiy man conſider the 
Unchriſtiaz Rigour of this Difeiplinary Inquiſition 5 not only in the 
actual Tyranny of ir, but in the more miterable Conſequences. 

Firſt, as it Scandalizes the Goſpel, and makgs the Death of Chriſt ſeem 
to benno Effett, by Impoſing upon us ſuch Conditions of Salvation, 
as if the Bleſſed Angels ſhould defcend, and indue humane ſhapes, 
they were not able fo perfor. For 1t 1s not what Chriſt and his 
Apoſtles ſay, that will do a man's buſineſs here, withont the Vrim: 
and Thummim of the Parechial Sefſion, and the defects of the-wratter 
IWord, are to be ſupplyed by unwritten Traditions ont of the Repoſi- 
tory of the Presbyterial Cabal. In this caſe it 1s, that we are to 
have recourſe to the Apoſtles Precept ; of Standing faſt in the Li- 
berty wherewith Chriſt hath made us Free, and not to be intangled a- 
gain in the Yoke of Bondage, ( a yoke much more intolerable then 
that of the Law ; For the Jews had their Leſſon before their eyes, 
and knew what they were to do. But here, it matters not what 
either Scripture or Conſcience ſays, without the fubſequent concur- 

rence of the Presbytery : to whoſe Supreme and Infallible Jadgment 
(and not to our own)we are to ſtand or fall either to Heaven,or Hell. 

The Rigour of this Diſciplireis moſt Unchriſtian alſo, as it 6r4- 
Cifies weak, Conſciences with Needleſs, Infinite, and Incurable Scruples ; 
with Scruples that Haunt, Dog, and torment us in the moſt neceſſary 
ana Ordinary eAttions of Humane Life. At the Church ; at the Ta- 
ble ;, at the Market; at Home, and Abroad: at all Times, in all 
Places, and upon all Occaſions, in our Words, Thoughts, and Deeds. 

As to Exceſs in Eating. It is (enſurable either in the Quantity, 
or in the Quality. So that 1n the firſt p'ace the Elderſhip is to pro- 
vide one common Gage for the Stomachs of the whole Pariſh, for 
fear of a Mouthful too much. And in the ſecond Place, it is made a 
matter of Salvation, or Damnation, whether a Man Eats Beef, 0! 
Veniſon. 

And ſo, for Exceſs in Apparel, One inch more, then to Cover 
your ſhame. isa Superfinity ; and one Penny more, in the Pound,

Gaps and Maims the Compiler of it has tefr in the Story, pur- 
poſely to.divert the. Reader from minding the Coherence of 
Actions, and the reaſonable Congruity of Counſels,:and Af- 
fairs; What uncharitable and illogical Inferentes- he has 
drawn from matters as remote as Tenterden Steeple from be- 
ing the cauſe of Gooawiz Sands. This was the Method I had: 
propounded to my ſelf; but upon ſecond thoughts I quitted 
it, for theſe Reaſons. Firſt, It would have heen too- tedious ; 
for I muſt in honeſty have printed the Libel as well as the Re- 
ply, which in proportion-would have amounted to near forty 
ſheets of: Paper. Secondly, It would have been ſuperfluous ; 
for part of my buſineſs being the Vindication of Truth from 
. Calumny ; I find the thing already done to my hand, in the 
common Sentence is that paſsd upon it for a lewd and ſhame- 
leſs Impoſture.

| Malignant and Pernicious Deſign ({ays the Remonſtrance of De- 
cember 15. 1641. ) of ſubverting the Fundamental Laws ,, and 
Principles of Government, upon which the Religion and Fuftice of 
this Kingdom 1s firmly eſtabliſh'd. Husband's Collections, p. 4. 
and in the ſame Page he tells us of ſuch Counſellers and Cour- 
tiers, as for Prroate Ends have ingag*d themſelves to further the 
Intereſt of ſome Forreign Princes or States, to the prejudice of his 
Majeſty and the State at ham:. Waich Counſellers, and Conr- 
tiers of thoſe deys, are now tranſlated into French  Penſroners 
and Cenſpirators in 1677. But if you would ſee the Reformers 
in their Colours, read the Declaration, and Proteſtation of the 
Lords and Commons .in Parliament (as they ſtile it) ro the King- 
dom, and to the whole World: where, beſide the horrid Invoca- 
tion of Almighty God to countenaace the Jugele, the whole 
ſtreſs of the Quarrel is laid upon the Kings being Popiſhly in- 
cliwd; and the War founded upon that Execrable Cheat. The 
Kungs Counſels and Reſolutions. (lay they) are ſo ingag*d to the 
Popiſh Party, for the ſuppreſſion and extirpation-of the true Reli- 
gion, that all hopes'of Peace and Proteftion are excluded ; and that 
it is fully intended to giv? ſatisf ation to the Papiſts. by alteration 
of Religioa, &c. And a little farther they ſay, that the King 
-endeavour”d to heep off all Fealouſies nnd Sufpitions, by many fear- 
ful Onths and Imprecations of mantainins the Proteſtant Religion. 
But what were all their Stories of Popiſh Plots, Intercepted Let- 
ters, Dark Coxfpiracies, but only Artifices to gall 'the Credu- 
Tous and ſilly Vulgar ? For the King was fo far from being Po- 
Pijhly afefted, that never any Prince purg?d himſelf of an-Im- 
putation, by Two more Credible and Dreadful Solemnities : 
The fiſt, Publickly upon the Sacrament in Chriſt-Charch Oxon. 
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1643. andafterward, at his Death upon the” Scaffold. Now 
ſee the Harmony betwixt choſe Remonſtrants, and our Libeller in 
his: Growth of Popery. There has now for divers years, ſays he, 
a Deſign been carri'd on'to'change the Lamful Government of Eng- 
land s7to an abſolute Tyranny, and to convert the eſtabliſ})d Pro- 
teſtant Religion 3-ts down-right Popery. P. 3. He begins in the 
Method of the Remonſtrants with a General Charge upon Ill Mi- 
niſters, and he ſhall Advance with them too, next ſtep, to an 
Attaque upon the King Himfelf. And not a Pin matter what is 
{aid on either ſide to the contrary: To 
It is true, ({ays the Growth of Popery, P. 155.) that by his 
FAajefty and the.Churthes Care, under Gods ſp:cial Providence, the 
Conſpiracy has receivd frequent diſappotatments, Kc. And do 
not the Remonſtrants on the'other lide ſay as much for the late 
King ? That his Majeſty indeed had paſt more Bills to the advan- 
rage of the Subjett, than had been in many Ages, Pag. 16. But 
how comes our Lzbefer to be fo kind to the Churcti all on a 
ſudden? From whoſe Pen there never fell any thing yet but 
Poyſon upon that Subject. Can any thing «be kinder than the 
Remonſtrants were to this late King (pag. 2.) where they pro- 
miſed to ſupport his Royal Eſtate with Honour , and plenty at 
home ;, with Power and Reputation abroad ;, and by their Loya! Af- 
fettions, Obedience, and Service. to lay a ſure and lafiing Founda- 
tion of the Greatneſs and Proſperity of his Majeſty and his Royal 
_ Poſterity after him. But what do you think rather of the pre- 
tended Loyalty of theſe People afterwards, even in the ſtate 
of an Actual Rebellion? p. 663. Hee the Lords and Conimons in 
this preſent Parliament aſſembled, do in the preſence of Algighty 
God, for the ſatisfaftion of our own Conſciences , and the, diſ- 
charge of that great Truſt which lies upon us, make this Proteſta- 
tion and Declaration to this Kingdom and Nation, and to the 
whole World, that no private paſſion, or reſpett, no evil intention 
to bis Majefties Perſons no deſign to the prejudice of his juſt Ho- 
our, and Authority, ingag*d us to raiſe Forces, and take up Arms 
Againſt the Authors of this War, 'Wherewith the Kingdom 1s now 
2fland.

Deſigns 
of France, the deplorable State of Flanders, or the Conſe- 
quences that muſt inevitably reflect upon England in-the loſs 
of the Spaniſh Netherlands : the matter being agreed upon at 
all hands, that an Union of Afﬀections, Counſels, and Inte- 
reſts, was never more neceſlary to this Nation than at this in- 
ſtant it is; and that delay is Deathto us. This being given for 
granted, it 1s likewiſe as certain, that nothing under Heaven, 
but the Credit of this Sitting Parliament, and the Bleſling of 
a Fair Underſtanding betwixt his Majeſty,and his Two Houſes, 
can preſerve this Kingdom, (Morally ſpeaking) from Irrepa- 
rable Ruine. And yet this is the Critical JunCture that the Li- 
beller has made choice of, for the blaſting both of the Go- 
vernment, and the Adminiſtration of it; for the violent Dif- 
ſolution even of this moſt neceſſary Parliament ; for the ſow- 
ing of Jealouſies, and alienating the Peoples Hearts from 
their Duty to their Sovereign. Let the World now judge be- 
twixt the Lzbeller, and the pretended C:nſpirators; who are 
more probably the Penſioners of France ;, thoſe that are only 
Calumniated in the Dark, and without any proof, or the leaſt 
colour of it, or the Calumniators themſelves, (I mean, the L:- 
beller, and his Adherents) who are doing all that is poſlible 
toward the Facilitating of the Work of Frazce, and the put- 
ting of England out of Condition to defend it ſelf. What is 
it, I beſeech you, that can now ſupport us in this Exigent, but 
the Wiſdom and Reputation of a Parliament ? which they 
are at this very inſtant, labouring to defame and diſſolve : di- 
ſtracting and dividing the Nation, at a time when our beſt U- 
nion 1s little enough to preſerve us; and obſtructing thoſe 
Parliamentary ſupplies, without which we mutt unavoidably 
periſh: For it is to this Seflion, that the Libcller directs the 
Mock of Still giving Money toward their own Tragedy. But 
ſure we are not ſo mad yet, as to take the S:ibvyerters of our 
Church and State, for the Advocates of our Rel:inion and Free- 
dom. 1 would know, in the next place, What any man can 
ſay to excuſe his Growth of Popery, from being a daring, and a 
ſpiteful Libel againſt the King, and his Government. And I 
{all begin with the Liberties he takes with his Majeſty, ſome- 
Ume in dire&t Terms, and otherwhile under the Blind of the 
Conſpirators. |

Crown ({ivs he) made Prize of the Sub;ett, and broke all Faith, 


and Contralt ar Home, in order to the breaking of them abroad with 
mire advantaze, The Cipy Fas in this Poirt out-done.the Origi- 
nal , for the Remonſtr..nts were in Arms, beiore they prelſum'd to 
Word i: at this audacious height; Take it in the Iniolent Re- 
pre{-ntation of the Fatt; The malicious Conſtruaion and Pre- 
{ymption of the Inteat ; and to both theſe, add the ſordid man- 
ner of RefleRing upon an extraordinary thing done upon, an 
extraordinary occaſion; and wierein the Subje& has ſince recei- 
ved fo ample and generous fatisfationz The Clamouris ſo foul, 
ds if an E:vptian Plague were broken inupon us, and the Frogs 
of Genev.4 crept into the King?s Coambers, And tis mnch at the 
{ame Rate, that, he Tieatrs the Ring about his Declaration of In- 
dlzence, (pag. 33.) Herevy (lays he, allthe Penal Laws againſt 
Papiſts, for which former Parliaments had given ſo many Supplies, 
and againſt Non-conformiſts, for which this Parliament had play'd 
more largely, were at one inſtant Suſpended in ordey to defraud the 
Nation of all that Religion, which they had ſo dearly purchaſed, &c. 
Obſerve here how ungratefully he charges the Deſtgn of this De- 
claration to be the defrauding tne Nation of their Religion; which 
on the contrary was a manifeſt Conceſſion, only to gratifie the 
reſtleſs Importunities of his own Gang. And ſce what ſport he 
makes, but five or (ix Lines further, with the very Reaſon of 
that Law which hetakes here ſo hainouſly to be fuſpended. 7: 
appears (lays he) at the firſt ſight, that Men ought toenjoy the ſame

Great Lord loft his 'Plice for defending the Proteſtant Religion, | 
(pag. 44.) But he has lorgotten the Statute of his own Ciring, ' 
(pag. 15.) that makes it /ncapacity, for ſaying that the rhe King 
'5 a Papuſe, or an Jatroducer of Popery ;, and that it was the King 

himſelfthat remov'd his Lordſhip, And what do you think ofhis 
Irony (pag. 43.) where he ſays, That the Parliament by the 

Confpirators good Leave, was admitted to ſit again at the day ap-. 
pointed, Hetells us of another Aﬀeair too, pag. 51 ; which being 

tranſmitted to his Majeſty, was eaſily chang*dints a Court Intrigue, 

and (pag. 63.) That the Conſprrators might. ſo repreſent things ro 

his Majeſty, as to incenſe against the Parliament, and diſtruſting all 

Parliamentary Advice, to take Conncel from Themlſclyes, from 

France, and from Neceſſity. 


In this Diſloyal and irreverent Licence, he drops you a word 
ortwo now and then, before he 1s aware, againſt the King him- 
ſelf; and other whiles, diſcharges his Malice to the Government, 
upon the Heads of Publick Miniſters. The SubjeR Matter of his 
Complaint is a Tendency of Counſels and ARtons towards Ty- 
rani.y, and Popery. But the King (ſays he, pag- 4.) can do no 
wrong ; and fo goes on, nor can he receive wrong. What is this, 
but a Juſtification of all the Violences that were a&ted upon the 
late Kz2g ;, even to the very Murther of him 3 under that Mor- 
tal, and Treaſonous Diftinftion betwixt his Authority and his 
Perſon ? And an Allowance, that the ſame Courſe may be taken 
with his Royal Succefſſours ? The King can receive no wrong ; (he 
lays) What does he mean by this ? Is not his Majeſties Breath in 
his Noſtrils? Is he not Fleſh and Bloud # Is not his Body lyable 
to Wounds, Diftempers, Impriſonment, and Death ? Hell tell 
you, Yes; But this is not the X 1 NG, but the MH AMN, the 
PERSON: Putthe KING, all this while, that is to fay, 
the Authority, is Sacred and Invulnerable. | 


Now for Peace, and Brevity ſake, Let us ſuppoſe that this 
Charge of a Popiſh, and Arbitrary Deſign, does neither intend 
nor rfleR any 1imputation upoa his Majefty ; (his Religion, and 
his Teaderneſs ,f Nature being unqueſtionable) It is yet a worſe 
Libel another way, Worſe (I fay) both as to the Drift, and to 
the 
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the Scandal of it, by how much Contewpt is more dangerousto a 


Prince, than Hatred: For he employes his utmoſt Skiil to Repre- 


ſent his Majeſty only Paſſive in all his AdminiFtrations, and fo to 


leſſon the indubitable Fame of his Royal Prudence, and Courage 


among his People. 


You ſee, Sir, the Freedom he takes with the King and his 14:- 

niſters; The next Point, will be to enquire, how he ſtands affeR- 
edro the Government it lelf. The Suijetls (fays he, pag. 3.) re- 
tain their Proportion inthe Legiſlature. In which ſaying, he makes 
them Partners of the Sovereignty 5, and turns the Monarchy of 
England into a Tripartite and Coordinate Covernment ; which is 
as well deftruQive of Parliaments, on the One Hand, as of Roy- 
alty on the Other. Upon the Admittance of this Coordination, 
any Two of the Three may deftroy the Third: the Two Houſes 
may deftroy the King, and the Xizg, with Ether of the Houſes, 
may deſtroy the Other. Which if itbe ſo, what Prince that is 
{mperial in the /ztervals, would ever hazard the Dethroning of 
himſelf by a Seſſion? The making of Laws ts apeculiar and in- 
communicable Privilege of the Supreme Power, and the Office of 
the Two Houſes in this Cale is only Conſultive, or Preparatory; 
but the Character of Power reſts in the Final Sanftion, which is 
in the King : And EffeQually the Paſſing of a Bil, is but the 
granting of a Requeſt : The T wo Houſes make the Bill; *tis true, 
but the K:7g makes the Law z and "tis the Stamp, not the Hatter, 
that makes it C#rrent : Nor does the Subje any otherwiſe make 
Laws, then the Petitio;.er makes Orders of Council, 


It is a Suſpicious, and 11-looking Paſſige that he has, pag. 14. 
As to Matter of Gevernment, ſayshe; If to. murther the King, 
be (certainly it s) a Fat ſo horrid, (he does notſay how hor- 
rid) how much more hainous ts it to Aſſaſſinate the Kingdow ? Here 
is firſt involv'd in this Clauſe, the Depoſing Poſition of 4.1, that 
the King is Sznguls major, Univerſis minor ; For it is clear that 
the Compariſon was only made to draw on the Preferenie, and to 
poſſeſs the People that they have a preater Prize at Stake in the 
hazard of their Re/igr077, than in the T ye of their Civil Obedience. 
(the very Tranflation ſtill of 41.) And for their ſurther Encou- 
ragement, he tells them (pag. 4.) that we have the ſame Right 
(modeſtly underſtood in our Propriety, that the Prince bath in his 
Regalny ; 
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Regality : which carries with it an Inmerdo, that the King may 
as well Forfeit his Crown, as the Subje& his Free-held. It can- 
not be imagin'd that all theſe Leading and Deſperate Hints 


ſhould fall from a Man of Brains and Senſe by Chance; and 
you ſee the whole Tract takes the ſame Byals. 


No King of England (ſays he, pag. 58.) had ever /o great a 
Treaſure of his Peoples affefttions, except what thoſe ih men have 
(as they have done all the reſt) conſum?d ;, whom, but out of an 
Exceſs of Love to his perſon, the Kingdom would never ( for it ne- 
ver did formerly) ſo long have ſufſed. Heres ſti] the Croco- 
dile of 4.1. nothing but Love and Reverence to his late Maje- 
ſty too, till his Head was off. But let us reaſon the matter. in 
aword. Theſe ill men have no Names, it ſeems; ſo that any 
Man that's near the King, is by this Libeller ſet up for a Mark. 
to the Outrage of the people. And then .he ſays, The King- 
dom would never have ſuffer”d them. Who are they, I pray, that 
he calls the Kingdom, but the Rabble ſtill of 41. the Execrable 


Inſtruments of that Rebellion, and the Hopes of another ? But if . 


the Kingdom would not ſuffer it, what would he have them do. 
to help themſelves ? The Law is open, in Caſe of any Legal 
Impeachment, and ?tis too early days yet fora Tumult.. 


In his Deſcant upon the Teſt, he is wonderfully free of his 


Figures. Never (ſays he, pag. 59.) was ſo much ſenſe contaiwd

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in ſo few words ;, no Conveyancer could ever in more Compendious, 
or binding Terms, have drawn a Diſſettlement of the whole Birth- 
right of England. This Teſt has made a great noiſe, and it 
will be worth the while to examine what is {aid againſt it. The 
Form of it is as follows, | | 


I A.B. de declare that it is not lawful upon any.pretence what- 
ſoever to take up Arms againſt the K "gs and that I. do abhor that 
Trayterous Poſition of taking Arms by his Authority, againſt bis:

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He fays, pag. 57. That « was thrown out of the Houſe in. the 
Plague-year at Oxford , for fear of a general_Infeftion of the 
Vitals of this Kingdom ;, wherezs 1n truth, 1t was brought znto 
the Houſe as an Antidote againſt that Poyſon which had ſeiz?d 
the Vitals of this Kingdom already ; and amounts to no more 
than the Unſwearing of that on the beyalf of the Govern- 
ment, which had been formerly ſwornfor the deſtrattion of it. 
The Author of A Letter from a Perſon of Quality,"&. calls 
it, P.:1. STAT E-MASTER-PIECE, and deſign?d 
to theſe Ends. Firſt, To make a diſtintt Party, from the reſt of 
the Nation, of the High Epiſcopal Man, and the Old Cavalier. 
Now I took it rather to be a Deſign of Uning all Parties, 
under one Common Bond of Duty. and Obedience to the Go- 
vernment: And where that could not be obtain'd, to diſtin- 
guifh who were for the Government, and who againſt it ; for 
the late King was murther*d upon this very DiſtinCtion be- 
twixt his Authority and his Perſon. Nor is: there any Govern- 
ment upon the Face of the Earth, without ſome Obligation up- 
on the Subject, Equivalent to this Teſt. | 


Next ,, ſays he. they deſign to have the Government of the 
Church. ſworn to. :as Unalterable, and ſo Tacitly own®d to be- o 
Divine Right. This, under favour , is a Fallacy. The Teſt 
does not concern it ſelf, whether the Government: be Change- 
able, or not, but only provides that the State may be ſery?d 
with Magiſtrates and Officers, that ſtand well Aﬀected to the 
Eſtabliſhment. Thoſe that do fo, will never ſcruple the Oath ; 
and for thoſe that do not, it is the very intent of it to.diſcri- 
munate,iand to exclude them : And to encounter the Cove- 
zant, by Virtue of which they diſſolv?d the late Government, 
with an Ozth never to endeavour any further Alteration in this. 


And certainly, a man may better ſivear the Maintaining of a 


Government accora:ng to the Law, than the alteration of it a- 
gainſt Law. HTTTIT ORE: oo 


Thirdly, . fays the Author of the Letter, In Requital to the 
Crown, they declare the Government Abſolute, and Arbitrary, and 


allow Monarchy, as well as Epiſcopacy, to be Jure Divino, and 
rot to be bounded, or limited by Humane Laws. 


How 
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How thi Teſt does either declare, or pretend the Government 
to be abſolute; and arbitrary, 1 cannot imagine : But on the con- 
trary, every man is ty'd by it from endeavouring to make it fo, 
if it be not fo already, in Swearing that he will not any time endea- 
veur the Alteration of «. And then in his Explication of the 
- meaning of Church, and State in the Teft, by Monarchy and E- 
pi/copacy in his Reflefion upon it 3 he has done us a greater kind- 
neſs than hewas aware of; for he has wholly diſappointed the 
Spight, and the Intent of his next Clauſe. And (as he goes 
on) to ſecure allthis, They reſolve to take away the Power and Op- 
portunity of Parliaments ; to alter any thing in Church or State,on- 
ly leave them as an Inſtrument to raiſe Money, and to paſs ſuch 
| Laws, as the Conrt, andChurch ſhall have a mindto: The Attempt 
of any other, how neceſſary ſoever, muſt be no leſs a Crime than 


Perjary. 


. Seenow whether or no this be fair dealing. It is, by his own 
Confeſhon, the Forw of Monarchy, and the Order of Epiſcopa- 
EY ; The Government it ſelf, and not the Adwiniſtration of ir, that 
is here in Queſtion. He would have it believ'd, That by this 
Teft, Parliaments are barr?d upon pain of Perjury from attempting 
any Alteration 1 N Church O KR State : Whercas they are leſt at 
Liberty to debate what Alterations they pleaſe in the Pares of the 
Government, agree they do not ſtrike at the Root of the Go- 
vernmentit ſelf. And the Deliberation and Reſult of the whole 
matter, is no more thah this. Many of the People (and all the 
Principles) are yet living, that deſtroy*d the King, andthe Bi- 
ſhopsin'the laſt Rebellion : Let us have a Care of the ſame Hands 
again, and truſt none of thera in the Government bur urider an 
Oath ; not to cadeavour. the Alteration of it : That is to fay, of 
the Monarchy into a Republick;, or of Epiſcopacy into Presbytery , 
as they did before. And this was the clear Scope of theTeft. 


The Author of the Growth of Popery, diſcourſing upon this 
Subje& ; There i nothing (ſays he, pag.' 57) more Portentome, 
and of worſe Omen, than when [uchan Oath hangs over a Nation 
like a New Comer, foreboding the Alteration of Religion or Go- 
Vernment. m i

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A Word firſt to the Oxcth, which, for want of an Epithete to 
expreſs the heinouſneſs of it ; The L#beller ſo-Emphatically. calls 
SUCH an Oath. It is an Oath founded upon the ſame conſiderati- 
on with the Oath of Allegiance,and direfted to the ſame End;and 
eyery jot as neceſſary under this King, as that was under his 
Grand-father. The Feſuited Papiſts had invited the Spaniard to 
Invade Eneland: The Jeſuited Proteſtants in the late Rebellion did 
in like manner apply. themſelves to the French. The Former laid 
a Plot for the Blowing up of the Parliament , The Other execu- 
ted the Plot of deſtroying Parliaments, changing the Government, 
and murthering the Xizg, The People were miſled in the One 
Caſe, upon the Feſaitical Principle, that a Prince being Excom- 
municate by the Pope, the SubjeR is diſcharg'd of his Duty to 
him: and they were ſcduced in the other, by a Perſuaſion. that 
the Sacred Charater of a-Ks7g Reſts in the Authority, and is fe- 
parable from the Perſon : which Authority they lodg*d in the Two : 
Houſes, and ſo did their Buſineſs. This PraQtice of the Feſwites 
occaſion'd the Oath of Allegiance in the Statute 3a Facobs, Entit- 
led 4 Att for the diſcovering and Kepreſſing of Popiſh Recuſants. 
In which Oath you have this Clauſe. Ad 1 do further ſwear 
that I do from my heart deteſt and abjure, as impiom and Heretical, 
this damnable Dorine, and Poſitien, That Princes which be Ex- 
Communicated, or deprived by the Pope, may be depoſed or Murther'd 
by. their SubjefFs, or any other whatſoever. Here was an A# for- 
the Dsſcovering and Repreſſing of Popsſh Recuſants, with an Oath, 
»nder a Penalty, and a Declaration againſt, and an Abhorrence of 
that impious Poſition, whereupon the Treaſons of thoſe Times 
were founded: And why not a Proviſion as well againſt thoſe 
People that with premeditated Malice, aswell as Ambition, over-- 
turn'd the late Government; and againftthat Principle of divi- 
ding his Majefties Authority from his Perſon, which was the Coun- 
tenance and Support of the late Rebellion: Take it in ſhort,and. 
the Teſt is but a Supplement to the Oath of Altegiance. The 
Scottiſh FaRtion impos*d upon the People that they might be true 
to the King, though they Levy?d Arms againſt his Perſon: and: - 
the end of this Oath is only to expound That Poſition to be Trea- 
ſonom, and to ſecure the Government for the ſuture againſt men 
of ſuch Principles; according to equity and conſcience, and to 


thecommon praRtice z and accordingto the prudence of all well- 
order'd States. . 


Is, 
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Is this the Oath now that he calls SUCH anOath ? The 
Oath, than which there is nothing more Portentous, and of worſe 
Omen to 4 Nation ? He = forgotten the Fore-byding, and Por- 
tentous Omens of Forty One, and the Dire Events of thoſe Pre- 
fages. What do-you think of a deliberate Deſign, to ſpoil 
the Crows, the Church, and the Swbjeft : And all this in the 
Name of God, for the Honour of the X#ng, and the Good of 
the People? And then the Entitling of Providence to all the 
Advantages that the Faction got by the Ruine of Three King- 
doms ? Here's the unrepented Guilt of Sacriledge, Treaſon, and 
Blond, to the Higheſt Degree, and ſo Tranſcendent an Hngrati- 
rude, that ſome of the very men that were pardon'd for one 
Rebellion, are now the Advocates for another. If theſe Pra- 
Ctices ſhould be ſuffer?d, there would be no need to conſult the 
Stars for a Prognoſtick-of Change of Government. 


"The Oaths (ſays he, pag. 58.) in our late Kings time taught 
the Phanaticks , becauſe they could not ſwear , yet to Covenant. 
His memory fails him, I perceive, for the Covenant was a-foot 
in Scotland before any Oaths complain?d of here; by the To-' 
ken that the Aſſembly at Glaſgow, in 1638. came to this Reſo- 
lution upon the point. 7: 7s lawful for Subjefs to Covenant and 
Combine. wathout the King, and enter into a Bond of mutual De- 
fence apainſt him. Take notice next, that the Oath complaiwd 
of, was the Oath ex Offcio, which Oath was aboliſh?d, before 
any Covenanting 11 England : And he is ſo much out again, in 
ſaying that the Phanaricks Covenanted, &C. becauſe they could not 
ſwear, that in truth chey Covenanted, becauſe they car d not what 
they ſwore. Witneſs their Covenants, Negative Oaths, and Oath 
of Abjuration, in Oppoſition to their Oaths of Allegiance, and 
Canonical Obedience : T here was no Compounding, no living in 
their Owarters, without Swearing. There was an Oath, given 
at a Communion at Fife, obliging people not to take the. 
Kings Covenant ; And zt was one Condition wpon the Treaty at 
the Iſle of Wight, that his Majeſty himſelf ſhould give aſſurance 
by Solemn Oath under his Hand, and Seal, for ſettling Religion 
according to the Covenant ; So that they made no Conſcience 
(you ſee) either of Swearing, or Forſwearing ;, either of ta- 
king Oaths themſelves, or of forcing them upon others for the 
advancement of their Deſign.

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He takes Exception (pag. 59.) to the two Declaratory Points 
of the Teſt. Firſt, That it 15 70t lawful HP91 any pretence mwhat- 


ſaever, to take up Arms againſt the King. And he reaſons the 


matter in theſe words : Je were difficult ro inſtance a Law, ei- 
ther in this, or other Country, but that a private man, if any King 
in Chriſtendom aſſault him, may, having Retreated to the Wall, 
ſtand upon his Guard, That 1s to ſay, a private man may kill 
his Prince in his own Defence. For he puts this Caſe in oppo- 
ſition to the Declaration; only tranſlating the raking up of 
Arms againſt the King, into a Man's Standing upon his Guard.. 
All that's honeſt in't is this, that he refuſes to declare that to- 
be unlawful, which he holds to be lawfid. 


His ſecond Scruple is, The Abhorrence of that Trayterouws 


Poſition of taking Arms by his Authority, againſt his Perſon, or 


againſt thoſe that are Commiſhioned by him, in purſnance of ſuch 
Commiſſion. Here (ſays he) 3s neither Tenour, or Rule of any 


fuch Commiſſion ſpecifi? d, -or the Qualification of thoſe which: 
fhall be Armed with ſuch Commiſlions, expreſſed, or limited. 


The Author of this Frivolous Shift, knows very well, that 
the Rules and Meaſures of Commiſſions vary according to the 
Circumſtances of Time, Place, Fatt, Perſon; that the: Qual:fi- 
cation of the Commiſſioner does not at all operate upon the Au- 
thority of the Commiſſion; and that if the Bill were drawn out 
to the length of the Book, of Martyrs. there would not yet be 
room enough to obviate all Cavils, and Objeftions. But in the: 
next Page, he ſpeaks his-mind a little plainer. 


As to the Commiſſion, (ſays he) 5f it be ro take away a Mars 
Eſtate, or his Life by foree,, yet it is the Kings Commiſſion: or if 
the Perſon Commiſſunate be under never ſo many Diſabilities by 
ATts of Parliament ; yet hu taking this Oath, removes all. thoſe 
Incapaeities, or his Commiſſion makgs it not diſputable. 


This Seditious Hint (for I cannot calbit an: Argument) lies: 
open ſo many ways, that I am: only at a loſs where to begin 
with it. Firſt, Let the Commiſſion, and Commiſſioner be what 
they will, zo Man i to be a Judge in his own Cauſe ; but the 
Law muſt be the Fudge both of the Legality of the one, uw 

h- 
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the Capacity of the: other. Secondly, If upon this ground an 
injur'd Perſon may take Arms, 1n one Caſe ; ſo may a Criminal, 
upon the bare pretence of it in any other : For *tis but ſaying 
that the Commiſſion 1s unwarrantable, or that the Officer is a Raſ- 
cal, and there*s his Juſtification. Thirdly, Suppoſe a double 
abuſe in Manner, as is here ſuggeſted ; that abuſe does not yet 
void the Authority, to which the Law on the oze ſide requires.

Fourthly, The End and Pro- 
fpeCt of all Laws is Publick Convenience, and there was never 
any Law invented, ſo profitable to a Community, but it was in 
fome reſpect or other, to the detriment of ſome particulars : 
So that the very admittance of his ſuppoſitions, does not at 
all affect the Reaſon of the Teſt, if the benefir be general on. 
the one hand, and the X4:/chief only particular on the other. 
How many men are ſworn out of their Lives and Fortunes by 
falſe Witneſſes ** Shall we therefore quarrel the Method of 
ne ger Secundum Allegata, & Probata? A man is arreſted 
upon aFobb'd Aion, for a ſum of Money, knowing firſt, 
that he owes not a Peny :- Secondly, that the Conſequence of 
. it will be his Ruine -- Thirdly, that the Aftion is meerly Ma- 
licious : And fourthly, (to make it ſtrong enough) that the - 
Officer that ſerves the Writ is Confederate with his Adverſa- 
ry, and that they have both complotted: his deſtruCtion : All- 
this will not yet Authorize a reſiſtance ; but if an Officer that 
has the Kings Writ, or any other lawful Warrant, though Er-- 
roneous, ſhall be ſlain in the Execution of it, this. is IU R-- 
THE R: Aword now: as to the occaſion of it. : 


The People of: 41. when'they had forced! his Majeſty from: 
his Palace, by Afﬀronts and Arn”d Tumults, -publiſh*d this-. 
Doctrine to the Nation, that though his Perſon. was. gone, his. 
Authority reſided in the rwo Houſes :: under which colour they 
impoſed Ordinances upon - the people, for Laws, and by De- 
grees proceeded to an Exerciſe of all the Afts of Sovereignty ;. 
making War againſt the Perſon of the King,. and' thoſe that 
were Commiſſiowd by him, under the pretence aforeſaid : as Re-- 
vcBious, Traytors, and Conſpirators.. Now to prevent the ſame

gainft it are, that the King may grant 4 Commiſſion to take away 
a Mars Life, or Eſtate, and imploy, any man at a venture t0 exe- 
cute it : which is Firſt, The ſuppoſal of an «unjuſt, and Ty ann- 
cal Commiſſion : Secondly, A Caſe ſo rare, that it would be a 
hard matter to produce a Precedent for it, without a Reference 
to a Tryal at Law : And Thirdly, What would be theFruit of 
ſacha Reſiſtance, but the turning of an Oppreſſion on the ore 
ſide, into a Rebellion on the otner ;, and the forfezting of that 
Life, and Eftate to the Law, which. was otherwiſe invaded 
contrary to the Law ? For ?tis a thouſand to one that the pow- 
er that iflu'd the Commiſſion, will find Aſſiſtants to Execute it. 
So that the Reſiſtance pleaded for 1n this Caſe, is Firſt, of a 
very remote Suppoſition: Secondly, of dangerous Conſe- 
-quence to the Reſiſtent: And Thirdly, of no Avail to him 
at all. 


If we may not reſiſ# ({fays the Faction) under theſe Circum- 
ſtances, our Lives, Liberties, and Eſtates are at the Kings Mer- 
Cy; for that which may be one Mans caſe, may be "any mans : 
And ſo becauſe of this poſſibility of wrong to particulars, we 
Judge it reaſonable, that every particular man ſhould be al- 
low?d to defend himſelf, See now the Inconvenience, - which 


ypon the allowance of this Liberty in favour of Particulars, 
will redound to the Publick. 


An honeſt man is charg*d with Treaſon in the Kings Name, 
and by his Majeſties Order to be taken into Cuſtody, and by 
-an Officer too, under what d:ſabilities you pleaſe. Here's the 


; Whole Caſe. Ar Innocent Perſon ;, Life, Liberty, and Eftate at 


Rake, and an Vnqualifd Commiſſioner. If one man may reſiſt, 
becauſe he is Innocent, another upon the ſame pretence may re- 
ſift too, although he be Guilty. For no man under a Charge, 
1s either Guilty, or Innocent in the Eye of the Law, till he 
be Legally, either Convitted, or Acquitted. So that the 1nno- 
cent, and the Guilty, are to be try?d indifferently by the ſame 
Law, and (o are the pretended Errours either in the CommiC 
hon, or Commiſſioner. Take matters once out of the Channel 
of Tryal by our Peers, there's an end of Magna Charta ; and 


_ the Government it ſelf is bceome Paſſive, and Precarious.

ſo much againſt the hair with ſome People ? The Poſitzon is to 


be Cheriſh'd, and kept in Countenance, till the time comes 
for putting it in PratZice. 


No man can be ſo blind, as not to diſcern by the corre-

We ſhall now make it appear that the Relzgioz they talk 
of, leads to all forts of Izpiety; and that their pre- 
tended Liberty is the ready. way to Slavery, Firſt, of .Re- 


ligion. og 


As to what concerns Religion, they do all of them ſing 
the ſame Song in their @zeries and Propoſals to the Free- 
holders and Ele@ors of England, and unanimouſly agree in 
the ſame method of Advice to the People, how they are to 
govern themſelves in their next Choice. 

Their firſt Caution is, To purſue the Diſcovery and Pu- 
2iſhment of the Plot , (the Trojan Horſe with an Army in the 
Belly of it.) To ſecure us from Popery 3 and that no Papiſt 
2149 be allowed to dwell iu the Land; Nor any man choſen into 
the Houſe,that ſhall dare to open his pwonth for a Popiſh Succel- 
ſor : And all this attended with a. Dreadful Enumeration 
of the Maſſacres, Fires, Treaſons, and Devaſtations that have 
been wrought by the Popiſh Party. 

To this firſt Point, the Replicant moſt willingly ſubſcribes, 
ſo far as ſtands with Chriſtian Charity ,, and the Law of the 
Land : But then he cannot forget on the other hand, that 
the Connterfeit Proteſtant Horſe of 1641. had an Army in the 
Belly of him, as well as the Trojan 3 and he that would be

Another Caution 1s, not to chooſe any man that is Po- 
piſhly affeFed; or (as another hath it) 1 affeFed.

of-Marking him too ? You ſhall know him by his Sh;boketh ; 
for the Old Covenant ſticks in his Teeth {i1l], and the whole 
myſtery of his Profeſſion is wrapt up in that Oracle of the 
Privileges of Parliament ; the Kings Juli Power and Great- 
zeſs; the Proteſtant Religion againſt Popery, 4#d Popiſh 
Jnnovations 3 the firſt point being wholly Icompreherfe- 
ble, and the other two, like Jugglers Knots, faſt or looſe at

This equal Freedom being granted on all ſides, takes a- 
way all Faith, Confidence, and Correſpondence in Humane 
Society. TI know no difference in the World betwixt oze

In the handling of their Plea for Proteſtant Diſſenters , 
there are many things to be taken into Conſideration. 
Firſt, Is it in matters of Conſcience, or onely of Phanſe , 
wherein they defireto be Indylged £ If the Latter, the up- 
holding of a Law is certainly ofmuch greater concern, than 
the gratifying ofa Caprice. Now on the other ſide, if they 
demand 1t upon an Exigent of Conſcience : Firſt, Why Plu- 
rally, tor Diſſenters 8 When oxe. man cannot honeſtly un- 
dertake for azother mars Conſcience: Beſides that( Secondly) 
They ask an Indulgence for ſeveral Parties, of divided Con- 
ſciences and Opinions : And in-ſhort, they would have the 


Magiſtrate favour al/ the Conſciences, that will not endure 


one anothers. Again ; They ſhould do well to explain 
what they mean by Proteſtant Diſſenters, upon points of 
Conſcience; whether al/ in general, or only ſuch and ſuch 
Parties : If all ingeneral, Heathens muſt be Tolerated as 
well as Chriſtians, for they have Conſciences as well as wee 
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Or if it be reſtrained to Chriſtianity, it opens a door to He- 
reſies, more deteſtable than Pageniſm it ſelf. So that ax 
Univerſal Toleration 1s: utterly Unlawful 5 and.a Partial 
Toleration on the other hand, is. as I[zeffe@ual; for upon a 
Plea of Conſcience they may all claim alike : So that it is an 
AT of Uniformity (till, to thoſe that are Excluded. and it is 
not fair, in the Government, to favour one half, and exaſpe- 
rate another, where all may as well be taken 1n, as ay, Be: 
fide, upon the ſuppoſal of a Limited Toleration, who ſhall 
judge which are fit to be admitted, and which not? If the * 
People, every man juſtifies himſelf, and then we are upon 
an Univerſal Toleration again. They tell us ſtories of ſound 
Faith, good Life, and of diſtinguiſhing betwixt Fundamen- 
tals and not Fundamentals ;, which 1s onely treading of . 
the ſame Ring ſtill ; for it may be every bodres Plea as well 
as any mans: That which the Magiſtrate judges one way, 
the People ſhall determine another : and one mans Funda- 
mental Truth ſhall be azothers Fundamental Error , which 
will introduceasmany Religions as Phanſies ; bring FaGions 
into Families as well as into Governments, and make the 
People both Parties and Judges : And it isnot to fay that 
the Word of God ſhall be the Judge, for that 1s only a Rale by 
which we are to judge ; and by Erroveow judgments it is 
made the Foundation of all Hereſies ; For when every max 
m14y make his own-Creed, there is nothing ſo Impioxs, but he 
will ſhew you aText for it. . Moreover, the very pretence of 
Liberty of Conſcience is ſrivoloys ; for Gonfcienceis out of the 
reach of Humane Power ;, and the freedom of Thought, no Law 
can either puniſh or take away. 

But it is the Liberty of ATing, as.well asof Thinking, that 
they infift upon, which upon the whole matter, is neither 
morenor leſsthen-a L.icenſeto.do what they pleaſe, The League 
in Flanders, under Maximiliaz ; the Holy League under 
Henry the 3d. of France; Muncers Outrages in Germany ; 

the Murtherers of Henry the 4th, and the P,of Oravge; and 
= all 
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i 'The:True Proteſtants. — {+ ; 
all the Villanies of the late Times here at home, were acted 
under the Maſque of Religioz. It 1s.not for the reſtraining 
of Opinions that Laws are provided z but forthe preventing 
of Owvert Deeds ofViolence, and they are puniſhed for AGior, 
not for-Conſcience. Neither have we” any means of diſtin- 
guiſhing betwixt FaGion and Religion, if every mans word 
{hall be taken for his own Conſcience; and then it is a dan- 
gerous way of dividing a Kingdom againlt it ſelf. 

- Take notice all this while, that they urge a Toleration, 
no body knows for whom, or for what. Where are their 
Articles £ where is the Model of their Acconpdation 2 or 
how is it poſſeble to contrive any common Expedient to gra- 
#ifie them? For nothing leſs than a total Liberty of doing 
what they lift, will pleafe them, which muſt inevitably pro- 
duce the Di3/folutio# of the Government. If they would 
ha# the wilder and more extravagant SeFs excluded, why 
do they plead for AU in general, and not rather particula-. 
rize the Opinions and Parties that they would have [ndulzed? 
But they dare not do ths, for fear of diſobliging the reſt, 
their buſineſs being to Unite all FaGions in the Quarrel:; 
when yet you may as ſoon bring Heaven and Hel together, 
as reconcile them in Relzgo»; ſo that either they ask an 
Impiows thing, in the allowance of all, or an ImpraGicable- 
thing in propounding any Limitation, upon a Plea of Con-- 
ſcience. But the truth 1s no more than this: They ask a 
thing which can-neither be grazted, nor fo much as nnder- 
ſtood; and the People are tranſported with the ſound of 
Lojzalty and Religion, to the deſire of things wholly Icon(i- 
ſtent-with either Piety or Government.

Asto their Opinions, firſt ſee ſome Extravagances of the 
. Seffaries, Cited by a Presbyterian, out of their own Writings, 
in Edwards's Gangrena, from P. 18, to 27. 

They ſay that #be Scriptures are Inſufficient and Uncertain. God 
the Author of Sin, even of the Sinfulnels it ſelf, That the Magiſtrate 
ought not to punith any man for denying of a God, if his Conſcience be ſ6 
perſuaded, That every Creature js God, an Efflux only from God, and 
ſhall return to him : That there is byt One Perſon in the Divine Nature. 
That the leaſt Truth js of more worth than Jeſus Chriſt himſelf. That 
the Docrine of Repentance 7s a Soul-deftroying Dodrine, That tis 
as poſſible for Chriſt himſelf to Sin, as for a Child of God + Sin. That 
the Moral Law is of no ule at all to Believers. That Petexs Trouble, after 
the denial of his Maſter, iſſzed only from the weakneſs of his Faith. That 
Infants riſe not again. Nay, he ſpeaks of a SeQtary pleading for a Tole- 
ration of Witches, with ſeveral abominable Inſtances. And he charges 
the Nurſery and Incrcale of them upon the Presbyteriansz aud that it was 
their Indulgence, not Epiſcopal Gonnivence that wrought- our Miſchief in 
that kind.

Nor is the ingrati- 
tude of the ſame Party tothe Son leſs notorious, than the other 
was to the Father.: None flying ſo fiercely in the face of the 
Kings Authority and Perſon, as thoſe that ſtand indebted to 
the King for.their Lives and- Eſtates; who yet att as confi- 
dently, as-if. one Rebellion might be placed in Juſtification 
of- another, . For they do now afreſh and in publick avow the 
Methods: and Practices of the late Times; while the true... 
Sons and Servants both of the Engliſh Church and State, lie in- 
the duſt; waiting for the righteous Judgment of the Lord in._ 
want, and patience. Now if according to the Appellin1s Rule 
thoſe are the moſtdangerous, to whom the King has been moſt 
kind, that Danger muſt be underſtood of the Fanatiques; for 
otherwiſe the Appealer runs the hazard of a Premunire, upon 
the ACt* for the- i eny of the Kings Perſon, in {candalizing his - 
Majeſty for a Faveirer of Popery. It 15 not yet that the gene- 
ral Rule fails, becauſe of this Exception ; for the greater the 
Obligation, the greater in reaſon ought to be the confidence, 
though the Appellant ſeemsto be of another Opinion.

It may 
be Brought in, tis true, by Conſequences 3 and we are allow- 
ed the uſe of all Lawtu] means to Prevent it, by Conſequences 
too; as if the Pope himſelf ſhould Invade us; though we 
cannot but apprehend what may follow upon it, we do not 
encounter his Relzgzoz yet, but his Arm»s.
